The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on ihe 20th of May, 
1842. ' 
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I. It is hereby enacted, in modification of Sec- 
tion 16, Regulation XXV. 1814, that when a single 
Judge of the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, trying a 
case in Appeal, regular or special, from any Subor- 
dinate Court, shall be of opinion that the decision 
appealed from ought to be reversed or altered, he 
shall always call in two other Judges of the Court 
to sit with him, and thatthe Appeal shall be then 
heard by the three Judges sitting together, and be 
decided by them without any additional voices, In 
such cases the decree or final order shall be signed 
by the three Jadges, if they agree together ; but, if 
one of them dissent from the view taken by the 
majority, by the two Judges who agree together, and 
the signature ‘of the third Judge hall uot be con-
